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Report of the Superintendent of Schools 
To the School Board and Citizens of Center Harbor 


I take pleasure in presenting for the year, my annual 
report of the schools of Center Harbor. Since the last 
report, changes have been made toward improving the 
educational conditions of the district. This has been, 
as usual, a year of general progress. Standard tests 
show that a larger per cent of the pupils are doing work 
equivalent to the average throughout the State, than a 
year ago. 


Teachers 

There is still a shortage of teachers in this State and 
the Country asawhole. Although there are practically 
no schools closed for lack of teachers; one can readilv 
see from the table in this report, the statistics concern- 
ing the professional training of New Hampshire teach- 
ers. We are fortunate in Center Harbor to have two 
experienced teachers who are well qualified for their 
positions. The graduates that goout ofthese two ele- 
mentary schools into the secondary schools are usually 
found in the upper third oftheirclasses. Teachers with 
such qualifications sare worth im every sense tothe 
district far more than we are able to pay them in dollars 
and cents. 
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Health 


One of the most important parts of our curriculum is 
the subject of health. Iam pleased to inform you that © 
we have made considerable progress concerning this 
phase of the school work. Our district is fortunate in 
having a doctor, a group of women and enthusiastic 
parents, who are anxious to carry out the recommenda- 
tions offered from the medical examinations. I wish to 
thank especially, Dr. Morrill, Mrs. Lillian Hanson, and 
the Red Cross Organizations, for their financial and ac- 
tive support in carrying out our health program. We 
have continued the school lunches in the schools and 
this now has become so well established that it unani-_ 
mously meets with the approval of all the parents. The 
following report gives the results of the medical inspec- 
tor’s examination.

School Attendance 


All children between their eighth and sixteenth birth- 
days must be in regular attendance at some school ap- © 
proved by the State Board of Education, unless they 
have completed the work of the eighth grade between 
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their fourteenth and sixteenth birthdays, or unless they 
are mentally or plrysically deficient and thereby are ex- 
cused by the Commissioner of Education. 


Any district may, through by-laws, make the years 
six to eighteen required school years. Through the 
truant officer, a child of seven or one of eighteen may be 
required to attend school, but the school board should 
promptly dismiss from school all pupils whose atten- 
dance is irregular. In New Hampshire regular atten- 
dance means that the pupil must be in school atten- 
dance every day that the school isin session. Inthe 
administration of the law, care and common sense should 
be applied, for example reasonable excuses for illness 
should be permissible. 


Repairs 


The subject of repairs seems always to be with us. It 
is so with one’s real estate, and so with the property of 
the schoolhouse. The West Center Harbor building 
has been painted and a few minor finishing touches 
made upon the interior of the building. A jacketed 
stove was purchased for the primary room at the village. 
Now the three rooms have the required amount of light, 
modern heating and toilet facilities. The coming year 
the village schoolhouse should be painted. 


Part of Governor Brown’s address atthe State Grange 
Dec. 13, 1921: : 

Governor Brown said, ‘‘For every dollar of the pub- 
lic school money we are now getting approximately at 
least a dollar’s worth of result. It looks to me as though 
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the problem of elementary education in this state was 
being rapidly solved. The provision of the present law 
under which the wealthier sections contribute for those 
that are less wealthy, is to the direct advantage of the 
people of the remote towns, many, if not most of whom, 


are farmers.’ Citizens, Ican assure you that you have 
a school board that is also endeavoring to get the full 


value received for every dollar spent. 
Graduation 


Last year we held, as the year before, our graduation 
exercises at the village. The three schools took part 
on the program. Each school deserves commendation 
for the part it played in making these exercises a suc- 
cess. The graduates were Mildred Messinger, Charles 
Hall, Evelyn Marston, William McQuiggan, Donald 
York, and Beatrice York. Five of these graduates are 
attending Meredith High School. 


Transportation 


The School Board voted early in the summer to trans- 
port the pupils from the Town House District to the 
village. Ezra Perkins was engaged as conveyor at four 
dollars per day, or two hundred and eighty dollars less 
than we paid our teacher last year in that school. . In 
addition, the expense of fuel, equipment and the instal- 
lation of a jacketed stove and chemical closets would 
have cost the district $900 more. Furthermore the 
Board believed that the pupils would receive many edu- 
cational advantages by being in larger classes. Com- 
missioner Butterfield has stated that ‘‘except in remote 
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sections there ought to be at least fifteen pupils in a ru- 
ral school, for competition is necessary and there is the 
economic side that must be considered.’’ 


A Backward and Forward Look 


We have heard it often said that schools are never as 
good as they were when we were in school. Let us ex- 
amine a few statements that were actually made and are 
on file at the office of the State Board of Education. 


Our grandfathers said in 1849: 

Plainfield—‘‘It is a most lamentable fact that our 
schools have become so common that they are uncom- 
monly poor.’ 


Marlboro—‘‘The spirit of the schools is worse than 
for years.’’ 


Deering—‘‘Many schools instead of elevating are de- 
basing social and moral character.”’ 


Sanbornton—‘‘Arithmetic, Grammar, Geography, 
vocal sounds, stops and starts, and cadance are being 
neglected.’’ 


Our fathers said in 1878: 


Milford—‘‘ There is too great a tendency to eliminate 
the benefit of work from education. Children are being 
brought up to doddle with study and to have a contempt 
for hard work.”’ 7 


Epping—‘‘Our schools are badly managed. A greater 
part of the money raised and appropriated for school 
purposes is thrown away.”’ 
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Belmont—‘‘No subjectis so’poorly taught as reading.’’ 


Tamworth—‘‘A very small portion of the time has 
been given to the elements. These branches should re- 
ceive more attention.’’ 


What we are saying: 
Hanover—‘‘Pupils do not know Arithmetic.’’ 


Concord—‘ ‘Concord is the place where all the current 
facts for the needless spending of the people’s money 
originate.’’ 


Portsmouth—‘‘Pupils from the Junior High cannot 
read, spell or figure easy problems, and as for Gram- 
mar, they do not know the parts of speech.’’ 


What our Children will say in 1949 [Com. Butterfield ] 


Derry—‘‘We were taught reading, spelling, music, 
and drawing. Now the fundamentals are neglected and 
school time wasted over new fangled subjects.’’ 


Ossipee—‘‘In our day, children were taught in school 
obedience and good manners. It is lamentable that, 
this is no longer the case. Insubordination, profanity, 
and junior depravity are on the increase.”’ 


Seabrook—‘‘EKach year our teachers and our school 
programs are less satisfactory. Why cannot we restore 
the schools of 1g21.’’
